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T have renumbered Market street north side from Broad 
to the Dutch Church—and an south side from Mulberry 
to the Depot, and the owners will please to number them 
according to my Directory, which will be right. fn re- 
gard to collecting the names. I done three fourths the 
work myself, and hired the balance done, and find (as 1 
always do) great difficulty in geting their names; some 
withhold their names, while others give different names 
every year, and upon being interrogated, why they do so, 
answer either will do, wel! enough—and others give but 
one name, where there are three or more in the family 
who all go together, and thereby give me the trouble and 
expense to send to and fro to see if they are dead ov alive,:

greatly relieve me of guessing at one half of the names.
